LAST BRIBERY CHARGE 


“COLONEL” ED BUTLER IN 
CHARACTERISTIC ATTITUDE 


Fulton Jurors Explain Ver- 
dict, Reached Eighteen 
Hours After Retirement 
by Saying That They Dis- 
trusted State’s Witnesses 
and Considered Showing 
of Circumstances - Insuf- 
ficient. 


A HUNG JURY WAS 
GENERALLY EXPECTED 


One Unassailable Witness 
for State on Crucial Inci- 
dent Would Have Changed 
Result, Member of Jury 
Declares --- Butler Weeps 
as He Thanks Those Who 
Tried Him. 


From a Post-Dispatch Correspondent. 

FULTON, Mo., Feb. 6.—Edward Butler 
of St, Louis was acquitted by a jury in 
the Callaway County Circuit Court this 
morning of the charge of bribery in con- 
nection with the passage of the 10-year 
city lighting bill, for which a boodle fund 
of $47,500 was used. mt 

This disposes finally of the last indiet- 
ment against Butler. 

The jury, which was out since 3:55 Fri- 
day afternoon, returned the verdict into 
court at 10:01 a. m. Butler was over- 
whelmed at the verdict. 

As Judge Graves in a firm voice read, 
“We, the jury, find the defendant not 
guilty,” Butler’s face paled, then the color 
suddenly rose to his cheeks, and in a mo- 
ment he was sobbing softly. 

Circuit’ Attorney Folk was astounded 
by. the verdict, | 

About 18 ballots were taken, according 
te Foreman Rosser, and at the start the 
jury stood 10 for acquittal, 2 for convic- 
tion. One of those voting to convict 
changed after the first ballot. 

“The jurors did not want to convict the 
defendant, on the testimony of boodlers 
and perjurers, whose statements were 
flatly contradicted by the men of good 
sharacter,” said Mr. Rosser, 

“Again, we did not think the cirecum- 
stances pointed to the defendant’s guilt. 
On the evidence of the state, even though 
we thoroughly credited it, there was seri- 
ous doubt as to Butler’s guilt. 

“Weighing all the facts carefully, we 
think we did our full duty fairly and im- 
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? Another juror declared that the state 
could have convicted Butler by producing 
a single reputable witness who saw Butler 
at the House of Delegates on the night of 
the passage of the lighting bill. This was 
the central point of Butler’s alibi. 


MR. FOLK SURPRISED. 


Circuit‘ Attorney Folk fully expected a 
verdict of conviction or at least a ,hung 
He asked Attorney Rowe late Briday 
night when the defense would be ready for 
a new trial. 

Mr. Rowe did not reply. At midnight the 
beliof was general that the jury could not 
possibly agree. When the jury reported 
to Judge Graves at 8:80 this morning that 
belief was general. 

The jurors sent for Judge Graves a few 
minutes before 10 o'clock. The news that 
“u verdict had been reached caused a com- 
motion at ihe hotel, where Butler and his 
friends, as well as Circuit Attorney Folk 
and a score of citizens, had gathered. 
© Butler's son, “Jim,” had just remarked 
that he thought there was no possibility of 
the jurors arriving at a_ verdict, when 
Sherif! Moore walked in and whispered to 
the judge that the jury was waiting on 
him. Byerybody heard the announcement. 
and in @ few minutes a procession of 200 
persons was on its way to the courthouse. 

Jim Cronin headed the Butler party. It 
was several minutes before Butler was }o- 
eated, and pending his arrival, the jurors 
were kept in the room. The courtroom was 
filled when Butler, his face showing anx- 
fety, entered. ‘Then all was quiet: 

“Call the jury, Mr. Sheriff,” said Judge 
Graves, in a low tone. A moment later the 
jurors filed into the courtroom. 


BUTLER THANKS THE JURY. 

They stood before the judge's desk and 
were asked if they reached a verdict. Fore- 
man Rosser answered: “We have, your 
honor.” Judge Graves read the verdict. In-

BARNES HOSPITAL 


Trustees Have Decided Not to Build 
Until Labor and Material Be- 
come Cheaper.

THE FUND IS NOW $1,500,000 


—_——— 


Trustees, Using Discretion Claimed 
Under Law, Have Lengthened 
Period Named in Will. 


Since the publication in the Post-Dispatch 
Jan. 6 of the announcement that the trus- 
tees of the Barnes Hospital for the erec- 
tion and endowment of which an estate of 
approximately $1,000,000 was devised by the 
late Robert A. Barnes, would be built next 
year, Smith P. Galt, executor of the estate, 
has received a mags of letters from archi- 
tects and manufacturers of hospital furni- 
ture, who desire the patronage of the trus- 


tees. 
Mr. Galt states that the plans of the 


trustees have not advanced to the stage 
where this part of the work can be taken 


up. 
rt would cost us for labor and material 
to build the hospital now fully 60 per cent 
more than it would have cost two years 
ago,’ said Mr. Galt, ‘and almost that 
much, we think, to build it a year hence. 
We do not consider that any emergency 
has arisen to justify us in this enormous 
extra expense, and we believe we best carry 
“out the intentions of Mr. Barnes, and beat 
serve the purposes for which the fund was 
set aside by delaying the work of building 
until the period of inflated prices for labor 
and material has passed,’’ 

The trustees believe that the fund has 
now reached a sum which makes it am- 
ple for the building and maintenance of 
the tines: hospital in the West. The fund 
approximates $1,500,000, according to the re- 
port filed by the trustees with the probate 
clerk in July, 1894, the assessments of 
property as shown by the assessor's rec- 
ords, and tne estimated enhancement by 
interest, dividends and increased values of 
the securities in which much of the fund 
is invested. 

As shown by the Probate Court’s order of 
distribution, the original value of the good 
stocks in the estate was, in round numbers. 
$250,000; in notes and other securities, ted 
as good. and in cash, almost $500,000. The 
real estate. as shown by the assessor's 
books, is assessed at about $19.00, with 
presumably a real value of more than $200,- 
000, 

The estimated increase in value of the 
bank and Investment stocks of which 
part the estate cons'sts is more than

Garrison Avenue. 

Of the original amount, $190,000 was de- 
vised by Mr. Barnes for bulid'ng and fur- 
nishing the hogpital. He specified certain 
sites, which he also bequeathed; but gave 
the trustees the’ privilege of unanimously 
choosing another s'te. This selection has 


been made and consists of more than three 
acres, known as the old Glasgow place, at 
Garrison avenue and Glasgow place. 

An indication of Mr. Barnsés’ abhorrence 
of debt is found in his specific statement 
in his will, that the site selected for the 
hospital shall never be mortgaged or in- 
cumbered in any way. 

The will provides that the hospital shall 
be “‘for aick and injured persons, without 
distinction of creed, under the auspices of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of 
the United States, or its successor, * * * 
to be called and known as the Barnes 
Hospital. 

Item XIX of the will specifies that the 
hospital buildings shall be erected within 
three years after the testator’s death. Mr. 
Barnes died early in 1892. Mr. Galt sald, 
in regard to e delay of nine years in 
erecting the bulldings: 

‘The trustees discovered that the amount 
devised for the erection of the bulldings— 
$100,000, with the privilege of adding certain 
other amounts from the estate—was Iinsuf- 
ficient for the erection of a building com- 
ménsurate with the richness of the endow- 
ment, or sufficient for the work which the 
donor intended; and it was decided to use 
their discretion and defer the erection of 
the buildings until such time as the amount 
of money on hand, available for the pur- 
ose, should approximate a proper sum. 

‘That time came a few years ago, and 
then it was found that the income from 
the endowment fund was insufficient for 
the proper maintenance of the institution 
as planned. Rental values of, the real es- 
tate bequeathed—and which thé will partic- 
ularly requested should not be sold—had 
shrunken greatly; the interest from the 
loans was much lower than the same class 
of loans had previously brought; and, alto- 
gether, the income was not nearly e0 grent 
as it was at the time when Mr. Barnes 
wrote his will. 

“So it was decided to await the time 
when this income, by accretion, should be- 
come sufficient. This time has now come—- 
in fact, a year ago we practically decided 
to go ahead with the work, and even re- 
ceived two or three plans. But the price 
of labor and material began to advance 
abnormally, and it was deemed unwise to 
erect the buildings. At present, however, 
there appears no reason why we should 
not begin the work next year, or as soon 
as wages and material prices have adjusted 
themselves. 


Trustees Used 


Their Discretion. 

“While the will provided for the erection 
of the buildings within three years after the 
testator’s death, the law vests trustees and 
executors with the authority and responsi- 
bility of meeting changed conditions in 
handling an estate, and the greatly en- 
hanced value of the estate convinces us 
that our judgment in the matter has not 
been at fault.’”’ 

Mr. Barnes was for many years a famous 
St. Louis merchant and for a long while 
before his death the subject of a hospital. 
which should be free to those who could 
not pay, although by no means a competitor 
of charitable institutions, was a dear one 
to his heart. Only a small circle of his in- 
timate friends. however. knew of his pur- 

s in this matter. He refused to under- 
ake the work himself. when it was sug- 
gested that he do so in h's later years, 
because of the enormous worry which he 
as wages and material prices have adjust- 
ed themselves. 

His wife, whose death preceded his but 
a short time, was equally desirous of pro- 
viding for the work, as is amply shown by 
a study of the will and its various codicils, 
In the original testament the first item 
rovides for Mrs. Barnes, to whom the tes- 
ator refers as “the most devoted daugh- 
ter, elster, wife and mother I have ever 
known,” and requests that she, at her 
death, will the bulk of her estate to the 
Barnes Hospital; the second codicil changes 
this bequest, at the request of Mrs. Barnes, 
to a truest fund, which. it is provided, shall 
revert to the Barnes Hospital; and the fifth 
codicil relates the death of Mrs. Barnes 
ang transfers all bequests to her to the 
hoepita] fund.

For the first time since Monday, when 
he closed out his pool, Sully made a serious 
effort to check the decline. Some said it 
was due to a new venture on the bull side. 
Others that he had not fully liquidated his 
long cotton. 

Whatever his object was, his attempt to 
stem the downward rush failed. 

Heretofore, the mere presence of Sully 
in the pit has been sufficient to frighten 
the bears. Yesterday he was of no more 
importance than a messenger boy. 
Thousands of bales were hurled at him by 
*n army of sellers. 


Experienced Traders 
Lost Their Heads. 


More than one experienced trader fost 
his head in the uproar, making mistakes 


which in some instances cost him thou- 
sands, and which in others, owing to 
the crazy condition of the market, put 
him, unintentionally, thousands to the 
good. 

The strangest freak of this kind hap- 
pened to a broker who was given an or-

order read: 

“Sell 10,000 bales May at 15.40.” 

In his excitement the broker read the 
price 14.40. Prices were then crumbling 


of 10,000 bales at 14.40. Pushing his 
way out of the crowd, the broker got 
into a quiet spot to jot down the namé 
of sthe buyer on the slip. In doing this 
his eyes lighted on the figures 15.40. 
He had sold 10,000 bales at 100 points, 
or $5, a bale below the order, which 
meant a loss to him of $50,000. 

He gave a yell that made those near 
him jump, and, crazy with fright, he 
tore his way back into the pit, deter- 
mined to buy in the 10,000 bales and 
ocket the loss. He shrieked with de- 
fi ht when he heard a mob of crazy 
sellers offering the May option down to 
14.20, then to 14.15, then to 14.10 and, 
at 14. 08, he bought in the 10,000 bales. 
This was at a profit of 32 points, or 
$16,000, on his blunder. This profit, un- 
der the rules, goes to the broker. 


Sully Tries Vainly 
to Boost Market. 


It was when the slump was at its worst 
that Sully rushed into the pit and began 
to bid. He tried to boost the price by the 


bold trick of bidding two $r three points 
above the pans price, but so much cotton 
was hurled at him that he retired in dis- 

man. Then the selling fever ended as sud-. 
denly as it began, and Sully went back into 
the pit and, by heavy buying, got the mar- 
ket on its ‘feet. 

The slump compared with the record 
high prices of Monday made the losses on 
the active options in four days nearly $18 
a bale, an unprecedented drop. 

Mr. Bully refused to say anything about 
how his trades stand on the market. though

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 6.—W. P. Brown, 
the bull leader in cotton here, exhibited ex- 
traordinar eneralship Friday during the 
panic on the local cotton exchange. 

He mounted a chair at the side of the ring 
around which were assembled scores of 
panic-stricken operators and, in a loud 
voice, urged the brokers to stand by each 
— and thus. prevent almost certain 


ruin 
“Stop offering your cotton.40 and 50 points 
under the market price or you will ruin 
everyone, yourselves inciuded,”’ he said. 
“No is the time to stand together and 
show the world that New Orleans is 

its leading cotton market. Never mind 
what the other’markets are doing; you can 
buy up all the cotton there is in New 
York. Take the cotton that is being of- 
fered yourselves and make money on it. 
By doing so you will save yourselves. If 
you keep on you will break the market 
to pleres.”’ 

His speech had a remarkable efféct and 
brought quiet out of a terrible uproar. At 
once the market steadied.
